Window  of 

Opportunity 

The  Center  for  Management 
and  Entrepreneurial  Studies 


A  NEW  VENTURE  IN  EDUCATION 
at  Lasell  will  provide  the  college  with 
a  state-of-the-art  business  resource 
center  in  1989.  Plans  to  establish  the 
Center  for  Management  and  Entre- 
preneurial Studies  reflect  planning, 
steady  growth,  and  potential  in  the 
area  of  business  studies. 

The  center  will  reaffirm  Lasell's  his- 
torical mission  of  offering  the  practi- 
cal arts  while  also  utilizing  a  college 
landmark.  "The  Barn,"  located  adja- 
cent to  the  campus  athletic  field,  will 
be  renovated  and  expanded  to  house 
a  fully  equipped  case  study  hall,  semi- 
nar rooms,  classrooms,  faculty  offices, 
and  support  facilities.  Seven  programs 
of  study  will  use  the  center  as  their 
base:  Accounting,  Business  Manage- 
ment, Fashion  Merchandising,  Hotel 
Management,  Retail  Management, 
Travel  and  Tourism  Management,  and 
Office  Management. 

Three  factors  influenced  the  decision 
to  establish  the  center,  says  President 
Peter  T.  Mitchell.  First,  the  success  of 
the  Campaign  for  Lasell  in  raising 
funds  to  restore  and  renovate  cam- 
pus buildings  heightened  community 
awareness  of  the  college's  commit- 


ment to  utilizing  its  physical  plant  and 
existing  facilities. 

Second,  an  in-depth  strategic  plan- 
ning process  set  in  motion  in  Novem- 
ber 1987  and  completed  in  January 
1988  identified  specific  areas  of  poten- 
tial for  growth  at  Lasell  in  its  business 
programs.  The  Strategic  Planning 
Committee  determined  that  a  center 
devoted  to  management  and  entrepre- 
neurial studies  "would  not  only 
strengthen  existing  programs,  but 
would  enable  the  college  to  develop 
the  exceptional  career  potential  pres- 
ent in  the  management  field,"  says 
Richard  S.  Holway,  Lasell  trustee  and 
member  of  the  committee. 

A  third  factor  was  the  increasing  num- 
ber of  students  who  seek  a  business 
education  at  Lasell.  Sarah  Scavone, 
assistant  director  of  the  Fashion  Mer- 
chandising Program,  notes  there  is  a 
clear  need  for  additional  support  facil- 
ities. "Business  programs  at  Lasell  are 
expanding  and  right  now,  the  Fashion 
Merchandising  Program  is  the  largest 
program  in  the  business  field  at  Lasell. 
The  center  will  undoubtedly  offer  us 
opportunities  for  growth." 
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New  Era  of  Business  Leaders 

President  Mitchell  envisions  the 
center  will  lead  Lasell  into  a  new  era 
of  women  as  business  leaders.  "Cer- 
tainly Lasell 's  decision  to  establish 
the  Center  for  Management  and 
Entrepreneurial  Studies  reflects  cul- 
tural and  social  change  in  women's 
roles  and,  as  such,  remains  faithful 
to  the  college's  mission,"  he  says. 

The  Plan 

As  noted,  the  Barn  will  be  reno- 
vated and  expanded  as  part  of  the 
project  to  create  a  state-of-the-art 
business  center.  The  renovations 
will  reflect  the  focus  of  the  center: 
the  case  study  method  of  teaching 
business.  The  first  floor  will  contain 
the  case  study  hall,  which  will  cover 
two  floors  in  its  entirety  and  serve 
as  a  focus  of  the  building's  function; 
a  travel  seminar  room  with  maps 
and  globes;  and  a  classroom.  The 
second  floor  will  provide  additional 
seating  for  the  case  study  hall;  two 
classrooms;  one  fashion  merchandis- 
ing laboratory  with  display  windows 
facing  the  campus  athletic  field;  and 
two  small  seminar  rooms.  The  third 
and  top  floor  will  house  offices  for 
faculty  and  the  division  chairman. 

Impact  on  the  Business  Community 

President  Mitchell  foresees  the 
creation  of  the  Center  Associates,  a 
group  of  local  business  people  who 
will  look  to  the  college  as  a  resource 
for  marketing  strategies  and  man- 
agement techniques.  He  remarks, 
"The  idea  is  to  develop  a  cadre  of 
business  leaders  and  to  involve 
them  in  a  relationship  with  the 
center  that  benefits  both  Lasell  and 
the  local  business  community."  An 
annual  dinner  for  the  Center  Associ- 
ates is  planned  as  part  of  this  com- 
munity involvement,  adds  Dr. 
Mitchell. 


The  Future 

The  Center  for  Management  and 
Entrepreneurial  Studies  will  serve  as 
a  magnet  for  students,  faculty,  and 
area  business  leaders.  In  addition, 
the  center  is  expected  to  support 
and  encourage,  through  the  case 
study  approach,  a  level  of  instruc- 
tion that  reflects  Lasell's  tradition  of 
offering  a  relevant  learning  experi- 
ence in  a  challenging  environment. 

Looking  to  the  future  of  women  in 
business  and  to  Lasell's  role  in 
women's  education,  President 
Mitchell  concludes,  "The  Center  for 
Management  and  Entrepreneurial 
Studies  will  enhance  Lasell's  reputa- 
tion in  preparing  women  for  posi- 
tions of  leadership  in  the  profit  and 
nonprofit  sectors."  Indeed,  the 
center  is  destined  to  serve  the  col- 
lege and  her  students  as  a  window 
of  opportunity.

Moral 
Reasoning 

In  search  of  the  good  life 
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COLLEGES  AND  UNIVERSITIES 
across  the  country  in  recent  years 
have  been  addressing  the  need  to 
provide  students  with  the  skills  and 
knowledge  necessary  for  modern 
life.  Today,  at  Lasell,  students  are 
learning  to  think  critically  as  part  of 
a  core  curriculum  that  was  intro- 
duced in  the  fall  of  1987. 

Essentially,  the  concept  of  core 
curriculum  is  based  on  the  belief 
that  there  are  fundamental  elements 
of  knowledge  that  constitute  a  well- 
rounded  education.  Lasell's  core 
curriculum  consists  of  the  following 
components:  specific  courses  such 
as  Writing  I  &  II;  Practical  Computer 
Applications  I  &  II;  Lifestyles;  Moral 
Reasoning;  and  Mathematics  Com- 
petency, as  well  as  "integrative" 
components  that  include  Critical 
Reasoning;  Writing  Across  the  Cur- 
riculum; Oral  Communications; 
Aesthetics;  Library  Skills;  and  Bal- 
anced Curriculum. 


The  Moral  Reasoning  component 
is  based  on  a  series  of  lectures  and 
group  discussions  in  which  students 
and  faculty  explore  ethical  theories 
and  then  apply  their  understanding 
to  specific  case  studies. 

Professor  Joseph  Aieta  serves  as 
coordinator  of  the  course  and  leads 
a  discussion  group.  In  addition, 
Director  of  Core  Curriculum 
EdnaMay  Duffy,  Dean  of  Students 
Mary  Dunn,  Assistant  Professor 
Sylvia  MacPhee,  and  Lasell  Presi- 
dent Peter  T  Mitchell  lead  discus- 
sion groups.  Each  discussion  group 
consists  of  15  to  20  students.  All 
second-year  students  are  required  to 
take  the  course.  Lectures  are  held 
four  times  during  a  semester  and 
discussion  groups  meet  once  a  week 
for  50  minutes.

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The  Good  Life 

What  constitutes  the  good  life? 
Professor  Aieta  says  that  a  course 
such  as  Moral  Reasoning  assists  stu- 
dents in  thinking  critically  about 
complex  issues.  "This  course  is 
meant  to  combat  a  general  amoral 
attitude  that  seems  to  be  prevalent 
in  American  society  today,"  he  ex- 
plains. "Many  people  cannot  distin- 
guish for  themselves  what  consti- 
tutes the  good  life.  Many  people 
don't  seem  to  care.  Our  aim  is  to 
familiarize  students  with  the  basic 
elements  of  moral  reasoning." 

As  an  introduction  to  moral 
reasoning,  Lasell  students  are  asked 
to  consider  the  following  theories: 

Utilitarianism. 

Emphasizing  the  consequences  of 
one's  actions,  the  greatest  good 
for  the  greatest  number,  and  the 
notions  of  right  and  wrong.  John 
Stuart  Mill's  thoughts  are  pre- 
sented as  an  example. 

Life  of  Rational  Thought. 

Based  on  intent,  the  idea  of 
reason  as  the  highest  good  (Aris- 
totle), and  duty  based  on  reason 
(Immanuel  Kant). 


Situational  Ethics. 

Particular  situations  determine 
the  ethical  response;  no  hard  and 
fast  rules  to  follow.  The  views  of 
Joseph  Fletcher  are  explored  in 
this  context. 

Ethics  of  Caring. 

Feminist  response  based  on  the 
morality  of  responsibility  and  the 
obligation  to  help  others  and  to 
prevent  harm.  The  positions  of 
Carol  Gilligan  and  Nel  Noddings 
are  presented  and  discussed. 

What  Ethics  Is  Not 

The  purpose  of  considering  these 
theories,  according  to  Professor 
Aieta,  is  to  "get  at  what  ethics  is 
not.  Ethics  is  not  emotion.  Ethics  is 
not  an  appeal  to  authority.  Ethics  is 
not  religion.  Ethics  is  not  right  or 
wrong  per  se."  Students  are  encour- 
aged to  view  ethics  as  applicable  to 
everyday  situations— not  as  a  set  of 
preconceived  notions  that  govern 
behavior,  but  as  a  process  of  ethical 
and  moral  reasoning. 

Group  discussions,  in  fact,  call  on 
students  to  apply  their  knowledge 
and  understanding  of  ethical  the- 
ories to  actual  case  studies.  Topics 
for  consideration  and  discussion  in- 
clude: business  ethics  (hiring  prac- 
tices, employer/employee  rights  and 
obligations);  advertising;  governmental 


practices  (political  campaigns,  lobby 
interests,  the  rights  and  obligations 
of  citizenship);  abortion;  euthanasia 
(quality/prolongation  of  life);  bio- 
engineering;  medical  ethics  (patient 
confidentiality,  informed  consent); 
lying  (breaking  faith  with  others  and 
oneself);  cheating,  stealing;  and 
whistle-blowing. 

In  addition,  students  are  required 
to  write  in  class  (as  part  of  the  Writ- 
ing Across  the  Curriculum  compo- 
nent) and  to  produce  a  paper 
demonstrating  a  basic  understand- 
ing of  their  studies. 

Informed  Decision 
Making 

Ultimately,  critical  thinking  and 
moral  reasoning  are  tools  that  will 
serve  Lasell  students  in  daily  life, 
says  Professor  Aieta.  He  concludes, 
"In  training  our  students  to  think 
for  themselves  and  to  make  in- 
formed decisions,  we  are  helping 
them  to  distinguish  between  what  is 
acceptable  and  unacceptable  in  their 
lives,  both  now  and  for  the  future." 
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Alumnae  Secretary  Appointed 


Jeanne  A.  Johnsen  '72  has  been 
appointed  to  serve  her  alma  mater 
as  alumnae  secretary.  She  has  been 
associated  with  Lasell  since  her 
graduation  in  1972,  most  recently  as 
assistant  to  the  director  of  develop- 
ment in  the  Office  of  External 
Affairs. 

In  her  new  capacity  as  alumnae 
secretary,  Ms.  Johnsen  will  serve  as 
support  staff  in  assisting  the 
Alumnae  Association  and  various 
alumnae  clubs  with  their  volunteer 
activities.  She  will  also  provide  ad- 
ministrative assistance  in  maintain- 
ing records  for  the  Annual  Fund. 
The  reintroduction  of  alumnae  secre- 
tary as  a  position  is  part  of  a  reor- 
ganization of  the  External  Affairs 
function. 

In  announcing  Ms.  Johnsen' s  ap- 
pointment, President  Peter  T. 
Mitchell  remarked,  "Maintaining  a 
vibrant  and  expanding  service  to 
Lasell  alumnae  will  provide  for  a 
proud  and  strong  Lasell.  Alumnae 
relations  remains  an  integral  part  of 
the  Lasell  experience." 


Alumnae  Association  President 
Kathy  Morgan  Lucey  '67  adds,  "We 
welcome  the  opportunity  to  work 
with  such  a  capable  and  loyal 
alumna  as  Jeanne  Johnsen,  and 
believe  that  the  future  of  our  or- 
ganization will  be  greatly  enhanced 
as  a  result." 

Ms.  Johnsen  is  a  1987  recipient  of 
the  prestigious  Lasell  Medallion,  an 
award  based  on  having  "brought 
added  distinction  to  the  name 
Lasell."
